Bertha Beilstein, Who Killed 
Mother and Escaped from 
Asylum, Dead in 
Los Angeles. 


CLIMAX TO TRAGIC STORY. 


Identification of Body Recalls 
Pittsburg Sensation; Chica- 
goan Tells of Aid- 

ing Her.

Los Angeles, Cal., June 7.—(Special.J—The 
body of a woman who died in the county hos- 
pital May 21, and who is entered in the 
records of the hospital as Olga Miller, was 
identified today as being that of Bertha Beil- 
stein, who murdered her mother in Alle- 
gheny, Pa., in October, 1898, and escaped 
from Dixmont asylum for the insane, where 
she was confined, in September, 1906. 

The death of the woman furnishes the last 
of a series of tragedies in which her Hfe was 
involved. Ater a violent quarrel she killed 
her mother am she lay asleep. Then, after 
eltting through the night beside the body, 
she made a desperate attempt to end her 
own life, shooting herself in three places and 
slashing her wrist with a knife. Fora long 
time she lay. near death, but finally recovered. 

The night following the murder of the 
mother an old servant of the family threw 
himeelf in front of a train and was killed. 
At the funeral of the mother Edward, a 
brother of the matricide, tried to jump into 
his mother’s grave, and a month later the 
youth was found dead on the grave. He had 
taken prussic acid to end his life. 


Declared Insane at Trial. 

As soon as she had recovered from her 
wounds Bertha Beilstein was tried for the 
murder of her mother. She was declared in- 
sane and committed to Dixmont asylum, near 
Pittsburg. She was considered a model pa- 
tient and it was believed she would recover. 
Early in October last year she disappeared 
from the asylum. It was learned that in her 
escape she received aid from both inside and 
out. The escape resulted in a scandal, and 
after a state investigation which followed 
two of the women nurses at the asylum were 
discharged. 

From Pittsburg Bertha Beilstein made her 
way to Chicago, where she was aided by Ed- 
mund Vandera, a friend of her youth. 
Through his assistance she made her way, to 
Los Angeles. 

Here she worked as a antes and had a 
room at the Royal hotel.. There one night 
Richard L. Hardy, a book agent, attracted by 
her cries, found her seriously ill. He aided 
her and the two became friends, and some 


time later, when she became ill again, he 
secured her admission to the County hospital.

* her death he was suspected of giving 
her poison in a glass of milk, but was exon- 
erated by the coroner after an inquest. Hardy 
has since left the city. 


Aided in Escape by Nurse. 

Edmund W. Wander, manager of the Union 
Stationery company of 34 Clark street, gave 
out this interview last night concerning Ber- 
tha Beilstein's escape from the insane asylum 
at Dixmont, Pa.: 

“T aided Miss Beilstein while she was in 
Chicago, and did so purely out of friendship 
for the family. I nursed her asa child, and 
she wrote me many pathetic letters from the 
Allegheny county jail right after she killed 
her mother in October, 1899. She also wrote 
me from the insane asylum at Dixmont, Pa. 

** She escaped from the asylum between the 
10th and 20th of October last and reached 
my mother’s house, just across the street, 
early one Saturday morning. She was 
drenched through with rain. My mother 
gave her a hot bath and she remained there 
for two days. 

Fred Beilstein, her brother; my brother 
Alfred, and I together raised $100 and sent 
her to Los Angeles, Cal. None of the direc- 
tors at Dixmont aided in her escape. It was 
planned by a nurse, who left the institution 
before Bertha escaped. The nurse gave Ber- 
tha a key and she sewed it in her mattress 
and had it for two weeks before she got the 
chance to escape. 


Her Life in Los Angeles. 

“At Los Angeles she remained with rela- 
tives of mine until they came back to Chi- 
cago. Then she got a place as dining room 
girl at the Roseland hotel, and earned $30 
per month. After a time she wrote us that 
Richard C. Hardy wanted to marry her. 
She said she told him her full Ufe's history. 
We advised her to wait. 

“On May 21 I received a letter from Bertha 
saying she was in fine health. The same 
day we got a telegram from Hardy saying 
that she was low and needed money. Fred 
Beilstein and I raised $50 and sent it. Hardy 
was arrested on a charge of placing poison 
in her milk, but when the autopsy disclosed 
that she died from a tumor on the brain he 
was exonerated from blame and released. 
She had a couple of hundred dollars worth 
of jewelry, and it now seems strange to us 
that Hardy should have wanted the money.“ 

“In her last letter to Wander, Bertha Bell- 
stein asked if it would be safe to get back to 
Allegheny soon and olaim her share of 
her mother’s estate. In the letter she says: 
‘You know the awful and frightful condi- 
tions under which I left Pittsburg. I fear 
being caught and placed among those luna- 
tles. 

Her Brother in Chicago. 

Fred Beilstein, the brother, formerly con- 
ducted a butcher shop on West Fifty-first 
street. He is now residing at 562 Lawndale 
avenue, 

Emma Voegtley, wife of Nicholas A. Voegt- 
ley, member of the wholesale hardware firm 
of Steiner & Voegtley of TL'ittsburg, is a sis- 
ter. There also is a brother named Charles 
at Pittsburg, and sisters named Mrs. Mamie 
Fecke and Mrs. Sophie Vogel of Allegheny.

NAVY COMES TO HIS RESCUE. 


Navigator Leads Cutters Merry Chase, 
then Bumps Into Battleship. 


Norfolk, Va., June 7.—[Special.]—Colliding 
with a pine tree, skimming and skipping 
across Hampton Roads for three miles, and 
finally colliding with the battleship Alabama, 
the big airship of Aeronaut Goudet today was 
completely wrecked, his wrist broken, and his 
face and body bruised. The daring air pilot 
was snatched from a watery grave just in the 
nick of time by the sailors of the Alabama. 

Mr. Goudet admits that it was the most 
thrilling experience of am eventful life time. 


Collides with a Tree. 

In making the ascension this afternoon 
from the Lee parade Goudet's gas bag went 
off the track at an acute angle, first collid- 
ing with one of the largest pine trees in the 
grove around the Inside inn. 

It took another angle and raced for the open 
beach, crossed this, and flew over the waters 
of Hampton roads. It went straight for the 
warships. Up and down it dipped, six times 
sending Goudet beneath the water. The 
spectators held their breath, expecting every 
moment to see the driver swept from his seat. 
But he staid by the machine. 


Naval Officers to Rescue. 


Navai officers saw the plight of Goudet 
and quickly gave orders, and a score of cut- 
ters manned by large crews raced forward 
to meet the air monster. The cutter from 
the Alabama reached the bag first and cap- 
tured the drag rope, but the cutter was a 
toy and was dragged through the water at 
a marvelous rate. They were forced to re- 
lease the rope, seeing that there would be a 
collision with the Alabama. 

The big machine struck the Alabama amid- 
ships. It wrapped itself around the big 
smokestack. A half thousand were to the 
rescue in a moment and held it captive. 
Goudet was fished from tho water beneath 
hie balloon. He was in a pitiable plight. 
He will be unable to participate in the races 
tomorrow.

According to inti- 
mate friends of Mrs. Toney she will swear 
that at the time she married Orchard he as- 
serted he was a Pinkerton detective, and that 
Orchard's home never was searched by the 
militia, although he was considered to be a 
strike leader, and all the surrounding houses 
were searched. 


DESTROYERS ON 240 MILE RUN. 


Torpedo Boat Flotilla Makes Trip Down 
Virginia Coast with but One 
Mishap. 


Norfolk, Va., June 7.—The torpedo boat de- 
stroyers Whipple, Truxton, Stuart, Hull, 
Worden, and Hopkins, composing the flotilla 
which started from the Scotland lightship, 
New York, at 8:83 a. m. yesterday on a 240 
mile run to Cape Henry, arrived off the Vir- 
ginia coast last night. Near Hog island the 
Hopkins broke a propeller strut. At 8:50 a. 
m. today the Worden, Truxton, Stuart, and 


Hull passed in the Virginia capes. The de- 


stroyer flagship Whipple is declared to have 
arrived first. The Hopkins passed Cape Hen- 
ry in tow of the Whipple, inward bound, a 
little later.

Removal of Revenue Collector Waldorf 
Causes Joy Among the Followers 
of Brown in Ohio.

Washington, D. C., June 7.—[Special.)— 
Chicago will continue to be headquarters of 

the government prosecution of trusts and 
common carriers which violate the laws. As 
a result of conferences which occurred today 
between the president and District. Attorney 
Edwin W. Sims of Chicago and the attorney 
general and Mr. Sims, it has been decided to 

institute proceedings against: 

| Five express companies for violating the anti- 
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pass provision of the last reilroad rate law. 
Three railroads leading out of Chicago for giv- 
| ing rebates to the ‘fish trust and other shippers. 

The International Harvester trust. | 

Cases to Be Tried in Chicago. 

Mr. Sinis was called to Washington by the 
attorney general for the purpose of going 
over the cases which will be tried in Chicago. 
Bo far as can be learned there was no dis- 
cussion of the Standard Oil rebate progecu- 
tion which Mr. Sims has ably. conducted be- 
fore Judge Landis beyond an expression on 
the part of the president of his satisfaction 
with the way in which the district attorney 
had handled the proceedings. It is learned, 
however, that there is a possibility of prose- 
cution of prominent officials of the Standard 
under the criminal section of the Sherman 
anti-tyust law. 

The success which has folléwed the civil 
prosecution of this trust has heartened the 
administration to belleve that the Supreme 
court of the United States will order the dis- 
solution of the combination on the ground 
that it plainly has violated the Sherman law. 
As a result of the action of the Circuit court 
at St. Paul today in dismissing the technical- 
ities raised by the Standard it now will be 
possible for the case to go to trial on its mer - 
its. The government hag done nothing to 
prevent criminal prosecutions, and may re- 
fuse to call a number of high officials of the 
Standard to the witness stand in order to 
avoid giving them immunity. from punish- 
ment. 

Express Companies Next. 

The most interesting cases to be brought 
by Mr. Sims will be those against the ex- 
press companies. These include the United 
States Express company, National Express 
company, American Express company, Ad- 
ams Express company, and Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press company. The new interstate com- 
merce law declares express companies to b> 
common cafriers, and a® such forbids them 
to give any interstate free pass or free trans- 
portation except to officers, employés and 
families, and certain other persons. 

It appears, however, that the companies 
have been far more generous in the distri- 
bution of transportation than the law al- 
lows. The facts have been brought to the 
attention of the government, and prosecution 

as been determined upon. If the companies 
hould be found guilty each must pay the 
United States a penalty of not less than $100 
nor more than $2,000 for each offense, and a 
similar fine will be imposed upon persons 
who enjoyed the benefit of free transporta- 
tion. The government is moved to act not 
o much to punish offenders as to stop the 
practice, which is discriminatory and inju- 
rious to shipping interests generally. 

No information can be obtained regarding 
the names of railroads which are to be inves- 
tigated and prosecuted. It is known, how- 
ever, that three big companies are concerne4. 
and the fish trust, one of the combinations 
with which they have been doing an alleged 
illegal business. The grand jury will meet 
in Chicago on Tuesday, and during its sitting 
Mr. Sims is expected to present evidence 
which will lead to the indictment of the roads 
involved. 


Harvester Trust Aimed at. 

The most important trust prosecution to be 
undertaken is that of the International Har- 
vester company. When asked tonight about 
this and other matters which had brought 
him to Washington, Mr. Sims said he dould 
say nothing beyond the fact that he was here 
on official business. Nevertheless, from an 
official of the department of justice, it was 
learned that the attorney general had been 
making careful inquiry into evidence against 
the International Harvester company, and 
the probability is he will order the institu- 
tion of a suit to break up the monopoly on 
the ground that it has viviated the anti- 
trust law. 

Assistant Attorney General Purdy left 
Washington this evening for Philadelphia to 
consult the district attorney at that point 
with a view to filing sults against a number 
of railroads which penetrate the anthracite 
coal district of Pennsylvania. These suits 
are the result of an investigation extending 
over five years, and are intended to break 
up the anthracite coal trust. 

The roads involved are the Reading, New 
York, Susquehanna and Western, Central of 
New Jersey, and the Erie. The administra- 
tion is hopeful that by a dissolution of this 
combination there will be a reduction in the 
price of anthracite coal. 


LABEL LEAGUERS, OUSTED BY 
REGULARS, HOLD RUMP MEET.

Helen and Marguerite Curtis, 11 and 
10 Years Old, Victims of Heredi- 
tary Mania to Self-Destruction— 
Drink Poison to Get Out of Study- 
ing and Also to Lighten Burden on 
Grandmother, with Whom They 
Made Their Home. 


Cleveland, O., June 7.—[Special.]—Because 
they wanted to relieve their grandmother of 
the burden of their keep, and avoid going to 
school, Helen Curtis, 11 years old, and her 
sister, Marguerite, a year younger, ended 
their lives today by drinking poison. 

According to the story told by the grand- 
mother, Mrs. Helen Curtis, who lives on La- 
kota street, the children were victims of a 
mania for suicide. Their mother, she said, 
ended her own life, as also dia their mother’s 
mother. 

The girls found the poison In the cellar of 
the home. They had often spoken of killing 
themselves, and here was the chance, 30 
each drank some of the liquid. 

Their brother Frank, coming down into 
the cellar, saw them. With a cry of fear he 
turned and called Mrs. Curtis. The girls met 
her at the top of the stairs. Marguerite wag 
staggering. 

*“ Grandma,” she gasped, I'm dying.“ 
then she fell unconscious. As Mrs. Curtis 
bent over her Helen collapsed. 

A physician was called and the children 
taker to St. John's hospital, where efforts to 
save them failed. 

After the death of the mother of the little 
girls. her children came to live with their 
grandmother, Besides Helen and Marguerite 
were Frank, 12 years old, and Clarabel, 4. 

The mania to destroy themselves, Mrs. 
Curtis says, often asserted itself. Once 
Helen built a fire in a grate into which 
Clarabel willingly put her head. She was 
rescued by an uncle. Another time the girls 
sei fire to their bed, but this plan also failed. 
Only a short time ago Clarabel tried to drink 
ecarbolic acid, but was prevented.

Lieut. Richardson’s Death Due 
to Dismissal from Mili- 


tary Post. 


Gan Antonio, Tex., June 7.—[Special }—As 
a sequel to his failure to wed « Brownsville 
girl, Lieut. Mack Richardson Twenty- 
fifth infantry died in his tonight 
from poison taken with suicidal intent. His 
act followed receipt of information that the 
president had accepted hie resignation from 
the army. He wae to have been requested to 
vacate his quarters at Fort Sam Houston 
today. Richardson left a note saying: 

„To Whom It Mar Concern: This action 
has been inevitable since last November. 

The tragic affair is the sequel to the failure 
of Richardson to be present in Brownsville 
Tuesday evening, May 14, to wed Miss Anna 
Kelly, the belle of Brownsville, a daughter 
of Maj. William Kelly, the wealthiest citizen 
of that city. Richardson paid court while 
his company was stationed in Brownsville. 


Guests Wait in Vain. 

Announcement was made several months 
ago of the engagement. Then the wedding 
was planned and the guests assembled. 
There were stacks of presents and scores of 
guests. Several officers from Fort Sam 
Houston were present. The bridegroom did 
not arrive. When the hour had passed the 
officers explained that Richardson had 
checked his trunk at San Antonio but had 
returned to the barracks saying he would 
follow later. It would have required a spe- 
cial train to make part of the journey in 
time. So the company waited. Long after 
the hour had passed Miss Kelly received a 
telegram stating that he was too sick te 
come. 

The wedding suppper proceeded and the 
guests dispersed. The next day it developed 
that Richardson had been seen in San An- 
tonio at the hour set for the wedding auto- 
mobiling with friends. This story reached 
Miss Kelly. 

Girl’s Father Issues Warning. 

Just a week after the date of the wedding 
Richardson arrived in Brownsville. He 
sought an audience with Maj. Kelly, who re- 
fused to see him, and orderec him to cease 
communication with Miss Kelly. Maj. Kelly 
advised the lieutenant that he was starting 
to Washington on the next train, accompa- 
nied by his daughter, and that Richardson 
would better not go north of Fort Sam Hous- 
ton on the same train. Richardson remained 
in Brownsville until the next day. 

The matter caused much talk in army cir- 
cles, and Col. George Le Roy Brown of the 
Twenty-eixth, is understood to have ad- 
vised Richardson that his resignation alone 
would prevent a court martial. The resigna- 
tion was handed in. Richardson did not 
leave with his regiment, which sailed June 5 
from San Francisco, but has been here all 
the time. 2 

Richardson is a native of Tennessee. He 
served in the war with Spain as captain of the 
volunteer regiment from Missouri, and at the 
close of the war was made a lieutenant in the 
regular organization. He was a widower. 
Two children live in Missouri. 


GIRL’S LOVE FOR TEACHER 
COSTS HER DEATH IN AGONY. 


Emma Frater of Mount Morris Town- 
ship, Wis., Strangled to Death 
When Window Sash Falls on Neck. 


Wautoma, Wis., June 7.—[Special.]—In an 
effort to please her teacher, Emma Frater, 
14 years old, lost her life in a horrible acci- 
dent. Her father discovered her dead body 
hanging from a window in the schoolhouse in 
Mount Morris township.

She stepped on this and raised the 
window sash, but it fell, catching the child 
across the neck, leaving her body hanging 
on the outside of the building. 

Emma's father happened to drive by and 
recognized the dress of his daughter. He 
was too late, as she was dead.

MAN WHO CARRIED MESSAGE OF 
VICTORY ASKS AID. 


Rebbed While in Washington of His 
Money and Tickets, John Coyne 
Makes Way Toward St. Paul with 
Dificulty—Police Care for His Pa- 
pers and Give Him Money to Pay 
for Lodging House Cot— He Will 
Resume Journey Today. 


John Coyne, who was commissioned by Ad- 
miral Dewey to carry his message of victory 
over the Spanish fleet in the bay of Cavite, 
May 1. 1808, to the United States consul at 
Hongkong, hobbled into the Harrison street 
police etation last night and asked for lodg- 
ing. 

While in Washington, D. C., on Thursday 
he was robbed of his railroad tickets to St. 
Paul and more than $200. According to his 
story, he traveled to Chicago free, being 
passed from one conductor to another along 
the line. He lives in St. Paul, and expects 
to go to that city today, 

1 Still have a little money left,“ he told 
Sergeant Danahy, but I am afraid my pen- 
sion papers and other little valuables may 
be taken if I should go to a lodging house. 
Kindly put them in the safe until morning, 
when I will call for them.” 

His request was granted, but instead of oc- 
cupying a board slab in one of the celle for 
the night. he was given a dime by a person 
who heard his tale and told to go to one of 
the Clark street lodging houses. 

“You will find that easier than here,” 
said the sergeant, as he added another coin. 
We will take care of your things.“ 

Coyne told of having entered the regular 
army in 1877, and of seeing service on the 
western plains. His right leg was para- 
lyzed from having been shot by an Indian, 
and two ugly bullet scars mark his face. 
He was shot six times while fighting in the 
west.

BY SUPREME COURT JUDGE. 


Justice Cartwright in Address to Law 
Graduates Says Abuse of Rules Is 
Cause of Criticism. 


Defense of the jury syetem was made last 
night by Justice James H. Cartwright of the 
lllinols Supreme court in a commencement 
address delivered in the T. M. C. A. audito- 
rium to the graduating class of the Chicago 
Kent College of Law.

All Suicide Records Broken. 


The coroner's books show that all records 
in the history of Cook county were broken in 
May.

WILL FLY AT HALF MAST IN MEM- 
ORY OF VETERAN EDUCATOR. 


District Superintendent Edward 0. 
Délano, Connected with Teaching 
im Chicago for More than Half a 
Century, Hxpires Suddenly at His 
Residence—Employed by Mr. Coo- 
ley for His Loyalty, Gentleness, 
and Strength. 


Flags on every schoolhouse in Chicago were 
ordered lowered to half mast by the board 
of education yesterday as a tribute to Dis- 
trict Superintendent Edward C. Delano, who 
died suddenly in the morning at hie resi- 
dence, 172 Ashland boulevard. 

Supt. Delano had intended to retire from 
active participation in educational affairs 
a year ago when the close of his fiftieth 
year of public service was marked by a ban- 
quet given in his honor at the Sherman 
house by the teaching force, but he changed 
his mind on learning that the school board 
was planning to fill his place by. an edu- 
cator who had been antagonistic to the poll- 
cles of Supt. Cooley. 

„Tu stick to the ship until this fight is 
over,“ he said at that time. 


Shock for Supt. Cooley. 

Supt. Cooley was shocked by the news of 
the death of his loyal supporter. 

“Mr. Delano,” he said, “‘ was the ablest 
man in the public school system. He was 
gentle and strong at the same time. No 
matter what happened he always preserved 
the same calm exterior which inspired con- 
fidence in everybody associated with him. 
He did not know what disloyalty meant.” 

Mr. Delano had served the public schools 
longer than any man connected with the sys- 
tem. He was born in Massachusetts in 1833, 
graduated from the Bridgewater (Mass.) 
Normal school in 1850, and came to Chicago 
to accept a position as teacher in the old 
Central High school in 1856. He is survived 
by no immediate relatives. 


Board to Attend the Funeral. 

President Otto C. Schneider called a special 
meeting of the board as soon as he learned of 
the death of Mr. Delano. The board will at- 
tend the funeral which will be held tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock in Centenary Meth- 
odist Episcopal church.

Emmons Blaine, Mrs. Keough, and Frank C. 
Waller were appointed a committee to select 
flowers. 


OBITUARY. 


FLORENCE CHARLES DONOHUE, a 

newspaper man and democratic leader, died 
at St. Francis’ hospital, Freeport, III, where 
he was operated on two weeks ago for can- 
der of the throat. He had been ill about a 
year. Chicago was his boyhood home. He 
learned the printer’s trade in the old Times 
office, later entering the reportorial fleld 
under William F. Storey. When the Chi. 
cago Telegraph was launched Donohue as- 
sociated with its staff, remaining until that 
paper was discontinued, when he moved to 
Freeport. He owned and issued the Freeport 
Daily Democrat from 1887 to 1904. Cleveland 
— him postmaster of Freeport in 
1898. . 
ALMON VEDDER, a pioneer settler of 
Deerfieid, III., aged 82, was buried on Wednes- 
day. He was born at Glenville, N. Y., Oct. 
8,» 1825, and moved with his family to Deer- 
field in 1844. He joined the 40ers and 
traveled across the plains to California, re- 
turning to Illinois in 1858. In 1879 he mar- 
ried Miss Louise B. Baldwin of Highland 
Park. Surviving him are three sisters, Mrs. 
S. H. Parsons of Desplaines, III.; Mrs. F. T. 
Sherman of Waukegan, and Miss Margaret 
Vedder of Deerfield.

Offers $90 Flat Rate. 

In place of the present 6128 flat rate, for 
which the Chicago Telephone company pro- 
poses to substitute a measured system, the 
manufacturers’ ordinance offers $90 service. 
It proposes measured rates the same as those 
proposed by the present company. 

The commutation trunk service which the 
present company offers for $365 a year the 
manufacturers offer for $200, and they pro- 
pose residence service, unlimited, at $60 and 
$45 instead of $72 and $56 for single and two 
party lines respectively. 

They offer $1,000,000 bond Instead of $50,000, 
and propose other provisions drafted with an 
idea of giving the city the best of it. In spite 
of these inducements, and in spite of Mr. 
Mayer’s eloquence, the committee refused to 
take the proposition seriously. The alder- 
men made it plain that they belleve the man- 
ufacturers incapable of carrying out the pro- 
visions in their ordinance, and the repre- 
sentatives of the telephone company encour- 
aged this belief by asserting that no one with 
a grain of “telephonic sense would have 
made them.

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ARB EAGER 70 ARBITRATE 


UNDERLYING COMPANIES ARE N- 
CLINED TO PEACE. 


Willing to Have Union Traction Difi- 
culties Settled by Judge Grosscup 
and Prof. Gray—Only Stipulation 
That Decision Be Absolutely Bind- 
fing on All Parties—Hope Now Ex- 
pressed That Solution of Reorgan- 
4zation Dificulties Will Be Found. 


Hopes were expressed on all sides yester- 
day that the internecine troubles of the 
Union Traction properties would be settled 
without a resort to the extreme policy of 
trying to amend the Chicago Railways erdi- 
nance. Judge Grosscup said he thought they 
could be settled by arbitration, and the rep- 
resentatives of the underlying companies 
sald they were willing to leave the whole mat- 
ter to the judge and Prof. Gray of Harvard 
if they could be assured the arbitration would 
be binding on all parties when made. 


Deviation from Agreenient. 

John F. Bass, secretary. for the protective 
committees of the underlying companies, 
last evening issued this statement: 

“The original agreement in the ordinance 
provided that the arbitrators should be sole 
and final judges of the distribution of securi- 
ties of the Chicago Railways company among 
the old companies. 

“Since the passage of the ordinance the 
committee representing the underlying com- 
panies has discovered that two new elements 
had been introduced into this arbitration. The 
committee has been reliably informed that 
the people who are furnishing the new money 
and who are closely affiliated with Messrs. 
Krauthof and Wickersham, will not agree 
to furnish that money until they know defi- 
nitely what the distribution of the securities 
of the rallwayr company to the old compa- 
nies is to be. 


Railways Company Has Veto. 

“Secondly, the trust agreement under 
which the stock of the railways company 
is held provides that no plan of reorganiza- 
tion, even though approved by the arbitrat- 
ors, shall be operative unless it finally meets 
with the approval of the railways company. 
This company is controlled by the Union 
Traction and north and west lines, and the 
bankers furnishing the new money, who are 
closely affiliated with Messrs. Krauthoff and 
Wickersham. 

The underlying stockholders feel strongly 
that all questions at issue be left to the ar- 
bitrators, that all stocks may be deposited 
and the ordinances accepted without delay.“

WILL SHIFT CITY COURTS, 


PLAN FOR MUNICIPAL JUDGES TO 
DO ADDITIONAL WORK. 


Sessions in Some of the Outlying Dis- 
tricts Where the Dockets Are Light 
Will Be Discontinued So That More 
Attention Can Be Given at Police 
Stations, Where the Calendars Are 
Crowded—Jurista Will Get One 
Month for Vacation. 


Chicago’a Municipal courts are to be made 
more effective by a rearrangement which will 
eliminate some of the outlying branch courts, 
where there is comparatively little to do, 
thereby enabling more judges to sit in courts 
where the calendareere crowded. 

Plans for the rearrangement were discussed 
at @ meeting of the Municipal court judges 
last night at the Union League 

One reform agreed upon is that the judges 
will take only one month’s vacation instead 
of the two months which the board of man- 
pe ont of the Chicago Bar association sug- 
gested. 


Handling of Criminal Cases. 

Municipal courts, under the new arrange~ 
ment, will handle criminal cases at Harrison 
street, Desplaines street, Maxwell street, 
Chicago avenue, and Thirty-fifth street police 
courts. Cases from Sheffield avenue police 
station will be tried in Chicago avenue court. 
Cases in the Englewood and the stockyards 
district win be tried ih Thirty-fifth street 
court. 

The courts will be in action all day,“ said 
Chief Justice Olson, and in this way we will 
have more help for the civil cases in the 
downtown district. We have so many cases 
coming up even during the months of July 
and August that it will be necessary for the 
Municipal courts at least to k in reserve 
as it were, fourteen judges continually, and 
for that reason we are to have one month 
vacation—fourteen judges to rest from July 
18 to Aug. 13 and the remainder from Aug. 
18 to Sept. 15. 


Pay Rolls to Be Verified. 

“I intend to stop this thing of having men 
on the pay roll who are not working and also 
of the practice of no one seeming to know 
who signed the roll.“ 

Many instances of the effect of the Mu- 
nicipal courts on the crime of the city were 
cited and a report was read which showed 
that the number of arrests has been less in 
the last six months by 16,000 than it was the 
six months previous. 


CLEARS LEOPOLD IN CONGO. 


Belgian Committee Finds King Did Not 
Enrich Himself at Price of Natives’ 
Blood—Obtained No Profit. 


BRUSSELS, June 7.—The report on the 
economical and political situation of the 
Congo independent state demanded by the 
parliamentary commission was made public 
today. 

The report protests against the accusation 
that King Leopold has enriched himself at 
the price of the blood of the natives, saying: 

“The king sacrificed everything for the 
Congo and has obtained no profit from the 
African possessions.’’ 

The financial exhibit, which parliament 
particularly desired, is lacking from the re- 
port, which only says that the finances of 
the Congo are normal and satisfactory and 
concludes with a protest against the charge 
that the state is exporting negroes for com- 
mercial purposes, adding: 

“The government has nothing to conceal, 
but wishes to remain completely indepen- 
dent.“

The ability of a resolute executive who 
has popular sentiment behind him to ex- 
tort legislation from unwilling 
has been signally illustrated in New yon 
Gov. Hughes’ recommendation that the 
public service corporations of the state 
should be placed under direct state con- 
trol was most objectionable to those cor- 
porations. They appealed to their friends 
in the party organizations and in the leg- 
islature to prevent legislation. A -few 
years ago such an appeal would not have 
been made in vain. The recommendation 
would have fallen on deaf ears, and the 
igovernor who made it would have been 
laughed at. The would have taken 
little interest in his proposal, and it would 
have had no popular support.

| public utilities by official agents of the 


public is so strong that legislatures seldom 
venture to antagonize it. 

Henceforth all the public utilities cor- 
porations of New York except those deal- 
ing with the telegraph and the telephone 
will be supervised by two commissions 
each of five members.

The celebration today finds Austria and 
Hungary further apart and more embittered 
against one another than ever, the loyalty 
of the Magyars to the Hapsburg dynasty 
reduced to its lowest ebb, and the kindly, 
sagacious old emperor having forfeited all 
the affection to which he is entitled and 


Which for many years he enjoyed in Hungary. 


Separatist doctrines have been carried to 
the most absurd lengths in Hungary, where 
statesmen and people seem to be unable to 
understand that if cut adrift from Austria 
they will sink to the level of a third or fourth 
rate power, and that they hold Croatia, which 
furnishes two-thirds of their population and 
even a still greater percentage of their in- 
dustry, trade, and wealth, solely by the grace 
and assistance of A : 

‘Were Hungary to cut loose from Austria 
and to proclaim itself independent of the 
rule of the emperor, Croatia would at once 
shake off the hated Magyar yoke, which has 
been of an extremely oppressive and despotic 
nature, and would thus leave Hungary a 
small, weak, and altogether unimportant

The Croatians, I may add, are devoted to 
Francis Joseph, who talks to them in their 
own. language instead of compelling them 
to use the Magyar tongue, as did their Hun- 
garian governors and officials. Moreover, 
the Croatians know that the emperor, who 
has recently brought about the introduction 
of universal suffrage in Austria in the face 
of.an immense amount of opposition, is en- 
deavoring to introduce the same franchise 
in the Hungarian portion of his dominions, so 
as to give the Croat a voice in the affairs of 
the nation, from which they have been un- 
til now excluded by their Hungarian fellow 
citizens. 

When universal suffrage is introduced into 
Hungary, as it will be if the emperor has his 
way, the Magyar domination of Croatia 
and Transylvania will be at an end, and, 
owing to thelr great numerical superiority, 
the Croatians will be in a position to enforce 
in a constitutional fashion their civic rights, 
from which they have until now been de- 
barred. 

That is the crux of the conflict now raging 
between the emperor and the Hungarians, 
and the digputes on the subject of military 
questions, through his refusal to comply 
with Hungary’s demand for an entirely dis- 
tinct and separate army, having connec- 
tion with that of Austria, are merely a de- 
tail of the conflict. The Magyar politicians, 
who see the doom of their supremacy, are 
fighting tooth and nail against the emperor 
and have made use of all the means in their 
power to incite popular sentiment against 
him. That is why the Eljens,“ by which 
he will be received today in Budapest, will 
be much less enthusiastic than those with 
which he was greeted on the morning of his 
coronation just forty years ago.

It will be a day of memories to him, some 
of which cannot fail to be of a peculiarly 
saddening nature to the venerable sovereign, 
now in his seventy-seventh year. Forty 
years ago his beautiful consort, who had 
contributed so greatly to bringing about the 
reconciliation between his dynasty and the

France would re- 
main true to herself by playing an unrestrict- 
ed role of moderation and conciliation sim- 
llar to that adopted by M. Bourgeois, the head 
of the French delegation to the peace con- 
ference of 1809.

Perh none of the great Duropean powers, 
with th seible exception of Italy, will enter 
The Hague conference more embarrassed 
than France. A régime of peace is essential 
for the solution of the great economic and 
sociological problems her statesmen are un- 
dertaking to solve at home. Yet in her rela- 
tion to foreign powers France has lived for 
years, and still lives, under the haunting 
shadow of her mighty German neighbor.

German Specter Still Lives. 

Almost every Frenchman feels vaguely but 
surely that some time France will have to 
confront Germany again on the battlefield 
The memory of the acute crisis preceding 
the Algeciras convention is still fresh in the 
minds of those who are conducting the gov- 
ernmem, and they feel that aggressively 
to champion anything in the direction of 
reduction or Umitation of armaments would 
be to show a weakness that might encourage 
her old foe to aggression. Moreover, to a 
lesser extent, the government must reckon 
with a certain revengeful and militant spirit 
in her people, which manifests itself in keep- 
ing fresh flowers forever on the statues of 


“the lost provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, 


and never gets tired of talking of re- 
vanche.“ 

But, above all, the French government 
must consider the international obligations 
she has contracted with foreign powers— 
her alliance with Russia, and her series ob 
ententes with England, Italy, and Spain, 
which now are to be supplemented with a 
similar convention with Japan. The alli- 
ance and friendships entered into originally 
to protect her from the specter of Germahy, 
and since extended in the interest of peace, 
now have made her a member of an interna- 
tional combination which divests her of free- 
dom of action. At present the controlling 
spirit of the combination to which Franca 
belongs is England.

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HAN intersting, young ne pepe 
Sylvester Viereck, comes 
book, “NINEVEH AND OTHER 
: POEMS,” written with extraordinary 
confidence and power. It is amazing 
to see how these young folk with true genius 
regard themselves—with what authority t 
speak—how little questioning they do. Mr. 
Viereck, who is so young that he might well 
be modest, and whose volume of poetry is not 
as yet extensive, explains himself in the in- 
troduction to this new book in 4 manner 
which indicates that he has no doubt 
about the superior quality of his literary 
gifts. He defends his own impressionists 
with no uncertain eloquence. “ The poet of 
the future will be an impressionist,”’ he af- 
firms. By unheard of devices he will wrest 
new music from the language, and raise a 
crop of roses from gardens hitherto neglected 
and sterile. He calls attention to his efforts 
along new and venteresome poetical paths in 
an impersonal manner after the following 
fashion: 

In the majority of my own poems I made con- 
cession to time honored canons. Then, instinotive- 
ly, at first, I began toystrive for a rhythmic speech 
more flexible, and if possible, more musical. In 
„4 Ballad of Sin” and The Smile of the 
Sphinx I was groping for the new form. In 
„% Kakodalnon I came nearer to it, and in 3 
Spring Blessing.“ Art.“ The Magic City.“ and 
„ The Three Sphinzes my efforts are most con- 
sciously directed and most fully developed. Iflam 
right, I have extended the borderland of poetry 
into the domain of music on the one side, into that 
of the intellect on the other. The new form, new 
in that it has never been consciously applied, 
brings into play hidden possibilities of speech, and 
enables the authentic poet to multiply rhymes and 
rhythmic effects without straining the sense. The 
lyre, heneeforth obeying only the master hand, will 
slip from the grasp of the tyro, and poetry will 
ence more become the vehicle of great thought, 
The lyricist who fully adopts the new form and its 
practically limitless resources will accomplish 
for poetry what Wagner has accomplished for 
music. Along the lines here indicated lies the 


poetry of tomorrow.

Most American poets have concerned them- 
selves primarily with what they had te say— 
with the ethical quality of thelr ideas-and 
they have been chiefly claesicists im their 
poetry making or they have been untram- 
meled naturalists.

THE GRAND JURY. 

The grand jury bill sent to the gov- 
ernor was a compromise measure. The 
general assembly could not have been per- 
suaded wholly to abolish that venerable 
institution, but it consented to do so in 
part. In the eyes of the governor, how- 
ever, the compromise measure is uncon- 
stitutional. The le tyre is authorized 
to abolish the grand jury “in all cases.” 
The governor contends that it cannot 
abolish the grand jury in some cases and 
leave it in existence as to others. The 
lawyer friends of the ‘measure argue that 
what the legislature can do “ in all cases 
It has power to do in any case. 

It may be that Gov. Deneen, having 
been a state’s attorney, sympathizes with 
state’s attorneys who wish to see the 
grand jury retained. They dislike the 
respotisibility its abolition would put on 
them. As a rule a grand jury does what 
the state’s attorney wishes done in the 
matter of indictment. At the same time 
he is relieved of the odium of bringing 
supposed criminals to trial, or of a failure 
to do so. But when a governor is con- 
vinced that a bill is unconstitutional it is 
hie duty to veto it, even if other persons 
ate of a different opinion. It is sometimes 
said that in such a case he should let 
the measure become a law, and leave it 
to the Supréme court to pass on its con-

hag marred the personal relations between 


the emperor and empresas, were removed, and 
June 8, 1868, witnessed hot only the recon- 
ciation of Austria and Hungary, of the 
Hapsburgs, and of the Magyars, but also 
of the emperor and empress, who may be 
said on this occasion to have begun their 
honeymoon afresh. 

In the following March Archduchess 
Valerie, the favorite child of both her father 
and mother, was born. Fortunately she will 
be by his side today, for she and her children 
now make their home with him and accom- 
pany him everywhere. Her presence will 
serve to console him for the absence of all 
those near and dear to him who were with 
him on the occasion of his coronation, but 
who now are missing. 

There is his only boy, Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph, who met with his terrible death at 
Meyerling, his brother, Archduke Charles 
Louis, who died on his return from the Holy 
Land; his father, old Archduke Francis 
Charles; and his youngest brother, Louis 
Victor, who is worse than dead and in the 
closest seclusion in a remote chAteau near 
Salzburg. These will be among the chief 
absentees. 

But there are scores of other relatives 
and hundreds of statesmen,. generals, and 
nobles, many of them friends of his boyhood, 
who were around him at Budapest in 1867 
and who have since been gathered to their 
fathers. In fact, the chief thing that will 
strike the aged monarch today during the 
ceremonies will be a sense of his loneliness. 

— 

Prince Philip Eulenberg’s sudden disgrace, 
which constitutes the greatest sensation to 
which the court of Berlin has been treated 
in many a long day, serves to recall that 
his career was almost wrecked at its outset 
by an incident which developed into an in- 
ternational question, 

While stationed as a young sublieutenant 
of cavalry at Bonn he was one day inad- 
vertently jostled in the street by a gray 
haired and rather portly stranger, whom he 
at once addressed in the most insulting man- 
ner. Upon the stranger responding in kind 
the count drew his saber and cut the man 
down, inflicting upon him such a wound that 
he expired @ short time afterwards in the 
hospital. There it was discovered that he 
was one Ott, a Frenchman, and one of the 
chefs of Queen Victoria, momentarily de- 
tached from his duties at Windsor castle in 
order to attend her majesty’s second son, 
Alfred, duke of Edinburgh (who died as sov- 
ereign of Saxe-Coburg Gotha), during his 
stay on the continent. 

Both the queen and Prince Alfred were in- 
dignant at the outrage, which was madé the 
subject of an acrimonious correspondence 
between the English, French, and Prussian 
governments, the result being that Philip 
Eulenberg was sentenced to pay heavy dam- 
ages to the widow and to the orphan chil- 
dren of his victim and to undergo à year’s 
imprisonment in 4 fortress. He is not, as 
generally supposed, the brother, but merely 
the cousin of Count Augustus Eulenberg, 
the grand marshal of the kaiser’s household. 

Later on in life he developed into a dram- 
atist, a composer, and a poet, furnishing 
the words to many of the musical composi- 
tions of the kalser, and in that way ingratiat- 
ing himself with his sovereign. 

But, in spite of his many accomplishments, 
his agreeable manners, and his unusual 
amount of tact, he failed to render himself 
acceptable to either Emperor Francis Joseph 
or to the Austrian great world when am- 
bassador at Vienna, and retired from the

Washington, D. C., June 7.— Splendid prog - 
“tess in target shooting with the big guns 
of the navy is recorded in the general order 
promulgated today by Secretary Metcalf 
giving the standing of the respective fleets, 
squadrons, divisions, and vessels for the 
annual record target practice of 1907. 

The Atlantic fleet, which was the winner, 
scored 59.346 per cent, against 59.241 for the 
Pacific fleet, a remarkably’ close contest. 
Last year the Pacific squadron [not the fleet] 
had the smallest final merit, while this year 
it is higher than all the other squadrons. 

The second squadron, the Pacific fleet, 
commanded by Admiral Swinburne, which 
corresponds to the former Pacific squadron, 
has won all that it could win, that is, the 
cruiser, gunboat, and torpedo boat trophies, 
there being no ships of the battleship class 
at present in that squadron. 


> 
Entire Squadron “Star Ships.” 

All vessels of the second squadron, Pa- 
cifle fleet, are star ships, except the destroy- 
er Paul Jones. A star ship is one whose 
final merit is at least 8 per cent of that 
of the trophy winner of its class. The 
final merit of Admiral Swinburne's squadron 
is 20 per cent higber than the next highest 
squadron. The vessels of this squadron were 
the Boston, Chicago, Charleston, Yorktown, 
Princeton, Preble, and Paul Jones. The 
total score of this squadron was 74.866 and 
the Boston won the trophy with 79.997 per 
cent, 

Last year there were three star ships, 
while this year there are ten, and the gen- 
eral average of final merit is higher. 

Last year this average final merit of all 
ships was 64 per cent of the highest final 
merit, and this year it is 71 per cent, showing 
a notable increase in the general efficiency 
of the shooting. 


How Squadrons Stand. 


By squadrons, after the Second Pacific 
came the Second Atlantic—Illinois, Kear- 
sarge, Kentucky, Alabama, Indiana, Iowa, 
and Ohio—with 62.456 per cent; and in order 
came the First Pacific with 56.555, the Third 
Atlantic with 55.5185, the Fourth Atlantic 
with 55.383, the First Atlantic with 55.0096, 
and the Third Pacific with 40.650. 

In the torpedo boats the fourth flotilla-

per cent, with the third (60.017), second

The Illinois won the battleship trophy 
with a score of 75.782, the Boaton the cruiser 
trophy with 79.997, the Princeton the gun- 
boat trophy with 73.885, the Preble the tor- 
pedo trophy with 78.822. 


Diphtheria and Antitoxin. 
{From the London Hospital.] 

In spite of the emphatic and oft reiterated 
opinion of fever authorities in favor of the 
administration of antitoxin at the earliest 
possible moment in cases of diphtheria, 
there is reason to believe that it is still a 
common practice among medical men to 
await the result of the bacteriological ex- 
amination of the swab before giving the first 
injection. This means a delay of at least 
twenty-four. hours. 

Such a delay is undoubtedly sufficient in 
some cases to determine a fatal issue to the 
attack, and in many cases prevents that rap- 
id abortion of the disease which is so striking 
when the injections are made within the first 
few hours of onset.

The most important requisite in the culture 
of roses is the correct selection and proper 
preparation of a suitable place for planting, 


a a free circulation of air and abundance of 


sunshine are essential elements of success. 
Probably the best position is an airy, shel- 
tered spot, well apart from large trees and 
the shadow of overhanging buildings, where 
there is an exposure to the morning sun, but 


somewhat of a screen from the hot afternoon - 


rays. It should be red that if the 
highest quality and a profusion of flowers 
are desired the plants demand a sufficiency of 
nourishing food and drink, a pure atmos- 
phere, and cleanliness. 

Personally, I have found board fences 
answer admirably as a means of shelter, 
their ugliness being appropriately covered 
by training over them the climbing crimson 
rambler, which grows so luxuriantly that 
it soon forms quite a feature of the garden,

Beforé planting budded roses, they should 
be carefully examined, every broken or 
bruised root should be cut cleanly off with a 
sharp pruning knife and all eyes detected 
below removed. This is most im- 
portant, as otherwise suckers will push out, 
retarding the vigorous life of the plant. 

A hole largé enough to accomodate all the 
roots without crowding must be made for each 
plant, and care should be exercised that the 
soll about the roots is well pulverized. Place 
the point where the bud is inserted about two 
inches below the surface of the soll, and be 
gure that the plants are firmly pressed in, 
as roses that are loosely stuck in the ground 
never will do well. 

If pot grown roses are selected in preference 
they may be planted any time between May 
and October, but for the other varieties plant- 
ing as soon asthe frost is out of the ground 
is a much better plan, so that they may be- 
come thoroughly rooted before the scorching 
days of summer come. Pot grown roses should 
be carefully shaded from the sun and thor- 
oughly watered for the first few days, the 
water being applied either in the early morn- 
ing or late in the evening.
